The matter of establishing a 
seed-cleaning plant in the Vulcan 
area was disebssed at a well- 
attended meeting of district farm¬ 
ers and other interested persons, 
held in the Legion hall Tuesday 
evening, Nov. 17. The meeting was 
sponsored by the Vulcan District 
Board of Trade anp W*. H. Richard 
son. president, aim'd as _ chairman. 

Fred Parkinspn of the Depart¬ 
ment of AgiVulture, Edmonton, 
was the main sneaker, with Hugh 
Michael of Claresholm, district ag¬ 
riculturist, and H. S. Bums, agri¬ 
cultural supervisor for the County 
of Vulcan, also in attendance. 

One reason for establishing'a 
seed-cleaning plant here was to 
make available lo farmers of the 
County area a service. whereby 
they could get grain cleaned t to 
registered seed standard, it was 
explained. 

It was estimated that the cost 
of constructing and equipping a 
plant of the type needed here 
would be about $12,000. If the 
farmers of this area feel that they 
need and want such a seed-clean, 
mg plant, the first step would be 
to secure the co-operation of the 
County and have the County Coun 
cil make a grant towards the cost 
of the plant. The provincial gov¬ 
ernment will match the County’s 
grant, dollar lor dollar, up to the 
amount of $13,000. The balance of 
the cost of the plant would be. 
raised by selling of shares to the 
farmers or other interested per¬ 
sons. For this purpose, the seed 
cleaning plant would be set up as 
a co-operative company. 

Seed-cleaning plants now oper¬ 
ating in other parts of the pro¬ 
vince generally break even the 
first year of operation and there¬ 
after show a profit, Mr. Parkin¬ 
son said. Charges now being made 
for cleaning of grain at such plants 
are 6 cents a bushel for cleaning 
to commercial standard and 10 
cents a bushel for cleaning to re¬ 
gistered seed standard. 

Staff required would be a man¬ 
ager, plus one man for each shift 
worked. Such plrnts normally op¬ 
erate the year round, possibly 
closing down for a month in the 
summer to allow time for vacat¬ 
ions and for repair and overhaul 
of equipment. 

The meeting in general favored 
looking into the possibilities of es. 
tablishing a seed-cleaning plant 
lor the County of Vulcan area and 
E. G. McPherson, Earl Ericksen, 
Howard *BurreFl, Pat Roe and 
Hugh Baden were named as a 
committee to approach the County 
Council and to get the feeling of 
district farmers regarding such a 
project.
